His position 
is priviledged. If he fails to res- 
pond to a call for service from his 
own country, he becomes a desert- 
er so far as that country is con- 
cerned and liable to be shot showld 
he return there, But so long as he 
remains in Canada, he cannot be 
proceeded against, Nor is he at 
present liable to servicé under the 
military service act, This applies 
only to the male British subjects 
who: 

(a) is ordinarily resident in Ca- 
nada. “ 

(b) Hag been at any time since 
August 4, 1914, resident in Cana- 
da. ; 

It is with a view to removing 
this anomaly that negotiations ha- 
ve been opened with the French, 
Belgian, and Italian governments. 
There are understood to be many 
men of military age, subjects of 
those governments at present in 
Canada: It is proposed to give 
them the option to either return- 
ing home to do their duty-or of 
joining the Canadian expedition- 
ary foree. This course has already 
been followed in regard to Amer- 


icans by virtue of the treaty re-|. 


cently ratified at Washington and 
London. 

The present negotiations are be- 
ing conducted in London, Sir Ro- 
bert Borden, it is understood, is 
endeavoring to press the metter 
forward, particularly in its regard 
to allied subjects resident in Can- 
ada,

PROCLAMATION 


GEORGE the FIFTH, by the Grace of God of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland and of thé British Dominions beyond the 
Seas, KING, Defender of the Faith, Emperor of India. : 


To all to whom these presents shall come or whom the same may in any 


wise concern,—GREETING : 


A Proclamation of conditional. amnesty respecting men belonging to 
Class 1 under the Military Service Act, 1917, who have disobeyed our 
Proclamation of 13th October, 1917, or their orders to report for duty, 
or are deserters or absent without leave from the Canadian Expedi- 


tionary Force. 


E. L. NEWCOMBE, pobre consider- 

Poputy Minister of Justice, { able Humbers of men 
belonging to Class I under our Military Ser- 
vice Act, 1917, called out on active service in 
our Canadian Expeditionary Force for ‘the 
defence of Canada under Our Proclamation 
of 13th October, 1917, althotgh they have thus 
become by law soldiers enlisted in the Military 
Service of Canada, 


Have failed to report for duty as lawfully 
required of them under the said Military Ser- 
vice Act and the regulations thereunder, in- 
cluding the Order in Council duly passed on 
April 20 last, 

Or have deserted. 

Or absented themselves without leave 
from our Canadian Expeditionary Force, 


And it is represented that the very serious 
and unfortunate situation in which these men 
find themselves is due in many cases to the 
fact that, notwithstanding the information and 
warning contained in Our Proclamation afore- 
said, they have misunderstood their duty or 
obligation, or have been misled by the advice 
of ill-disposed, disloyal or seditious persons. 


AND WHEREAS we desire, if possible, to 
avoid the infliction of the heavy penalties which 


_ the law imposes for the offences of which these 


soldiers have thus been guilty, and to afford 
them an opportunity within a limited time to 
report and make their services available in Our 
Canadian Expeditionary Force as is by law 
their bounden duty, and as is necessary for the 
defence of Our Dominion of Canada. 


NOW KNOW YE that we in the exercise 


‘of Our powers, and of Our good will and 


pleasure in that behalf, do hereby proclaim and 
declare and cause to be published and made 
known THAT THE PENALTIES OF THE 
LAW WILL NOT BE IMPOSED OR 
EXACTED as against the men who belong 


to Class 1 under Our Military Service Act, 


1917, and who have disobeyed Our Proclam- 
ation aforesaid ; or who have received notice 
from any of Our registrars or deputy registrars 
to report for duty on a day now past and have 
faifed so to report ; or who, having reported 
and obtained leave of absence, have failed to 
report at the expiry of their leave, or have 
become deserters from Our Expeditionary 
Force, PROVIDED THEY REPORT FOR 
DUTY ON OR BEFORE THE TWENTY 
FOURTH DAY OF AUGUST 1918. 


AND WE DO HEREBY STRICTLY 
WARN AND SOLEMNLY IMPRESS 
UPON ALL SUCH MEN, and as well those 
who employ, harbour, conceal or assist them 
in their disobedience, that, if they persist in 
their failure to report, absence or desertion 
until the expity. 6f the last menttoned day, 
they will be pursued and punished with all the 
rigour and severity of the law, SUBJECT TO 
THE JUDGMENT OF OUR COURTS 
MARTIAL WHICH WILL BE _ CON- 
VENED TO TRY SUCH CASES or other 
competent tribunals: and also that those who 
employ, harbour, conceal or assist such men 
will be held= strictly accountable as offenders 
and subject to the pains, penalties and forfei- 
tures in that behalf by law provided for their 
said offence. 


Provided however that nothing contained 
in this Our Proclamation is intended to release 
the men aforesaid from their obligation to 
report for duty as soon as possible or to grant 
them immunity from arrest or detention in the 
meantime for the purpose of compelling them 
to perform their military duty; Our intention 
being merely to forego or remit the penalties 
heretofore incurred for failure to ‘report, 
absence without leave or desertion incurred by 
those men of the description aforesaid who 
shall be in the proper discharge of their military 
duties on or before the said twenty-fourth day 
of August, 1918. 


Of all of which Our loving subjects and all 
others whom these presents may concern are 
hereby required to take notice and govern 
themselves accordingly. 


IN TESTIMONY WHEREOF, We have caused these 
Our Letters to be made Patent, and the Great Seal 
of Canada to be hereunto affixed. Witness: Our 
Right Trusty and Right Entirely Beloved Cousin 
and Counsellor, Victor Christian William, Duke of 
Devonshire, Marquess of Hartington, Earl of 
Devonshire, Earl of Burlington, Baron Cavendish 
of Hardwicke, Baron Cavendish of Keighley, 
Knight of Our Most Noble Order of the Garter: 
One of Our Most Honourable Privy Council ; 
Knight Grand Cross of Our Most Distinguished 
Order of Saint Michael and Saint George; Knight 
Grand Cross of Our Royal Victorian Order; Gov- 
ernor General and Commander-in-Chief of Ou’ 
Dominion of Canada.

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Britain has recognized the Czecho- 
slovakes as an independent nation 
now & member of the entente al- 
liance, at means that a large 
number of Canadians whorit we 
heretofore classed. as enemy born 
and subjected to certain punish- 
ment <bec#use of their birth, can 
no longerbe placed in such a class 
‘Most of the people iti Canada 
who were born in Austria dre rea- 
lly Czechoslovaks.. The heart of 
the Czechoslovak movement is in 
Bohemia, but it includes the Ruth- 
enians, the Slovenes, and other 


a Slavs of Austria and in fact takes 


in all of Austria, with the excep- 
tion of the Magyars, the Germans 
and the Italians. We have very 
few of the three later classes of 
Austrian born in Canada. 

On the other hand, the reeogniz- 
ed Russian government has de- 
clared war upon Great Britain, 
and according to the law, the Rus- 
sians who have heretofore been 
recognized as allies may soon ha- 
ve to be regarded as ecnemyborn 
and be subjected to certain rest- 
rictions. 

Britain has not declared war on 
Russia, and despite the action of 
the Bolsheviki, it is not likely 
that the Allies will make any fur- 
ther declaration. The Allies are 
not at war with the Russian people 
as awhole’ or~ the’ Rus- 
sian government, which is placing 
certain Russians in the way of the 
advancement of the Allies. 

But still another change is being 
effected in Canada, which means 
as much to the Canadian people. 
Negotiaions are now under way 
which will follow very closely the 
agreement reached between the 
United States and respecting en- 
listment. 

If the convention reached by the 
United States and Canada is ex- 
tended to Italy and the Czechos- 
lovaks, a grievance which the re- 
turned veterans have voiced with 
much force will be very consider- 
ably removed. It will mean that 
the Italian and the Slav who is 
subject to constription at home 
will have to perform his military 
duties either with his home army 
or with the Canadian army. That 


s right and fair. 
and veterans go further 
and ask that the foreign born who 
is not of draft age and condition 
should be subjected to some form 
of industrial conscription. In 
‘principle that is not unreasonable, 
though in practice it might be di- 
fficult to work out. If the foreign 
born are to be so subjected, why 
not the native-born as well? 

The convention already arrang- 
ed will work a very great change 


and remove an injustice which 
certainly did exist.

London, Aug. 19—The first de- 
tails haze been officially published 
of gross outrages, perhaps unpar- 
alleled for fiendish cruelty, upon 
British prisoners and wounded 
men, in March last. The facts are 


authenticated by sworn statements 
of Scottish soldiers who were part- 
ly ill-treated. A private of the 
Royal Highlanders tells how he 
and a number of his comrades 
were surrounded and compelled 
to surrender near Monchy on the 
28th of March. 

“Our rifles were taken away 
from us. We consisted of one offi- 
cer and 15 men, 10 of whom were 
wounded. We were lined up on 
the original front line-trench and 
left without guard for some time. 
Then a German officer and two 
men appeared on the edge of the 
trench. One man earried a con- 
tainer on his back and the other 
was armed with a rifle and short 
bayonet. The officer carried a 
revolver. 

“Me officer gave an order and 
the man with the container turned 
a stream of liquid fire straight 
down the trench in which we were 
standing. He could plainly see 
we were unarmed, but he contin- 
ued to play on us for six or seven 
minutes.”’ 

The witness added that he and 
a few companions who were able 
to move scrambled down a com- 
munication trench and got over 
the top to the British lines. Ano- 
ther private says that after he and 
some other prisoners had been 
captured and disarmed they were 
marched down to an emplacement 
about 6 feet deep, 9 feet wide and | 
from 9 t> 12 feet long. ° The sides! 
were perpendicular except one end 
which was sloped. The prisoners

Just as he reached the entrance to 
the enclosure a flame spurted out 
in a stream from the pipe and 
caught the men who were nearest 
the entrance. The other men lay 
in heaps around and partly on me 

“‘T heard a hissing sound for a 
short time, then it stopped and 
started again. During this time 
the men were shrieking and writh- 
ing about. The flame reached 
sack to where I was. My overcoat 
and tunic caught fire. By this 
time all the men were on_ the 
ground, 

This German managed to craw! 
up the slope and get away. Ano- 
ther private shows how an officer, 
wounded in the head and foot, al- 
ong with three unwounded men 
including the narrator, were in an 
old trench, when two Germans ap- 
peared with liquid fire. One 
stood with a revolver in his hand 
and ordered the party to get back 
to the German lines. The Nara- 
tor’s hands and right ear were 
burned. Three of the party man- 

aged to run away and reach the 
British lines. The Germans must 
either have suffocated’ or burned 
all the five wounded men. Noth- 
ing further was heard of these 
wounded, \ 

The British government has pro- 
tested to the German government 
against these outrages.

CANADA FOOD BOARD SAYS 
—o— 

The following cable has been 
transmitted to Canada from the 
Food Controllers Conference in 
London: 

‘Resolved that while the increa- 
sed production of the United Sta- 
tes and Canada rendered it pos- 
ible to relax some of the restric- 
tions which have borne with pec- 
uliar hardships upon all our peo- 
ple, yet it is absolutely necessary 
that rigid economy and elimina- 
tion of waste in the conssumption 
and handling of all foodstuffs, as 
well as increased production, 
should be maintained throughout 
the European Allied Countries and 
in North America; that it is only 
by such economy and elimination 
of waste that the transportation 
of the necessary men and supplies 
from Nortb America to the Europ- 
ean front can be accomplished and 
stocks of food stuffs can be built 
up m North America as an insur- 
ance against the ever present. dan- 
ger of harvest failure and the pos- 
sible necessity for large emergen- 
ey drafts to Europe; and further, 
we canont administer the food 
problem on the basis of one year’s 
war and that we must prepare for 
its long continuance if we are to 
assure absolute victory.’’ 

The conference was held on July 
22nd and:the Food Controllers of 
Great Britain, United States Fran- 
ce and Italy were present. Most 
encouraging was the report as to 
the suceess that has been achieved 
by the- efforts of Canada and the 
United States to tide over the ex- 
tremely critical period which set 
in at the beginning of the present 
year. Mr. Hoover’s speech has 
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heartened Allied Burope an 
shown Germany the :

Marine frightfullness, Owing. to 
the sucoéss of the hog production 
campaign on this continent, and 
economy of-the consuming publie 
in the use of bacon and all pork 
products, Canada may now relax, 
for the time being, the regulations 
Affecting public eating places by 
which pork was conserved 40r cx- 
port. The Canada Food Board 
have announced that as a result 
of the two efforts—produetion and 
conservation-the net exports freim 
the Dominion for the year passed, 
have been increased by 125,000,000 
pounds, or 571 per cent, over a five 
yedr pre-war average. 

That these encouraging results 
of past efforts do not mean: that 
all danger is removed and that.ev 
ery necessity for further effort has 
been passed, is, ver not to be 
‘for one minute Ween Rigid 
economy and elimination of waste 
for all food stuffs must be contin- 
ued throughout Allied Countries 
to guard against harvest failure 
and possibility of having to feed 
larger drafts from Ameriea to 
Europe. Increased food produce- 
tion and conservation are still vi- 
tal tq the successful prosecution 
of the war, as the above reso- 
lution, passed at the Food 
Controller’s Conference and cab- 
led to the Canada Food Board at 
Ottawa, emphatically states.

There is no restriction to the 
quantity of bran, shorts, middling 
that may be purchased from the 
millers,, as has been supposed.
